“When the year 1909 opened the United 
States occupied a higher and stronger 
position among the nations of the earth 
than at any period in our history. Never 
before had we possessed such an _ in- 
fluence in international affairs, and 
that influence had been used beneficent- 
ly and for the world’s peace in two coi- 
spicuous~ instances—at Portsmouth and 
at Algeciras. 

‘‘Never before had our relations with 
the various states of Central and South 
America been so good. It seemed as if 
the shadow of suspicion which, owing 
to our dominant and at times domineer- 
ing power, had darkened and chilled our 
relations with the people of Latin Amer- 
ica had Bt last been lifted. 

“This great position and this com- 
manding influence have been largely 
lost. I am not in the councils of the 
President of the United States, but I 
believe that during the past year the 
present position of the United States in 
its foreign relations has become very 
apparent to him, as it has to other re- 
sponsible and reflecting men, and with 
this appreciation of our present posi- 
tion has come the earnest wish to re- 
trace some of our steps, at least, arid 
io regain, so far as possible, the high 
plane which we formerly occupied. 

Iaternational Relations. 

“Tt would be an obvious {mpropriets 
to point out the specific conditions of 
cur present relations with the various 
nations, both in the Old World and the 
New: it is enough to note the fact that 
we are regarded by other nations with 
distrust and in some cases with dislike. 
“Rightly or wrongly, they have 
come to believe that we are not to be 
trusted; that we make our interna- 
tional relations the sport of politics 
treat them as if they were in no 
wise different from questions of do- 
mestic legislation. This has not been 
in accord with our history or our 
position. 

“Only once have we abrogated a 
treaty, and then actual if not de- 
clared war existed. We have scrup- 
ulously observed our international 
agreements, and where differences 
have arisen we have settled them 

with the high hand of power, 
by negotiation and arbitration. 
J Declaration. 

“{ guppose that at this moment in 
the midst ofthe adriotly stimulated 
passions raised against the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation that we should 


i repeal the toll exemption, it will be 
ithought very poor spirited and even 


eruckling—I believe that is the ac- 
cepted word—to suggest that in de- 


prompt repeal of the exemption clause 


ciding this question we should take 
into consideration the opinions of 
other nations. Nevertheless, I con- 
sider this a very important element 
in any decision which I may reach, 
and I am encouraged to believe that 
I am right in so thinking, because 
I have the warrant and authority of 
the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. When Jefferson framed 
that great instrument he _ declared 
that the impelling reason for making 
the Declaration was ‘a dedgent re- 
spect to the opinions of mankind.’

HOLDS CITY CAN'T 
REGAIN A STREET 
VACATED YEAR ACO 


Law Department Gives Informal 
Opinion in the Niedringhaus 
Warehouse Case. 


| 


The law department of the gity 
Thursday gave an informal opinion 
to the effect that the city cannot re- 
gain possession of Second street be- 
tween Florida street and Cass ave- 
nue, which it vacated, a year ago, by 
passing an ordinance pending in the 
Council to repeal the order vacating 
the street. 

The street was vacated on an under- 
standing with the Niedringhaus in- 
terests that a $1,000,000 warehouse 
would be erected on the property. 
Instead of erecting the warehouse, a 
roof was placed over the street and 
it is being used as a one-story ware- 
house. 

The House of Delegates passed the 
ordinance repealing the grant and it 
is now before the Council for action, 
At a public hearing, Wednesday, S. 
T. G. Smith, representing the Nied- 
ringhaus interests, said that plans 
were now under way for carrying 
vut the original project for the big 
warehouse. 

The Law Department’s opinion is that 
the repeal ordinance will not return 
the street to the city unless tle ordi- 
nance vacating it stipulated the kind of 
building to be erected, or unless there 
was written or an oral contract. The 
Ordinance does not contain any stipula- 
tion except that $5000 shall be paid for 
the street. This has been paid. There 
Was no written contract, and no mem- 
ber of the House or Council has sup- 
plied evidence of an oral contract.

“Their life together,’”” said Mrs. 
Pence, “was one long series of honey- 
moons. My husband tried to get me to 
procure a divorce in 1911, and went 6o 
far as to bring a witness here from 
Colorado, but I was susyicious and re- 
fused. He. offered me $12,000 down 
and $3000 a year. 

Hates to Let Him Marry Her. 

“The one reason I hate to divorce him 
is that now Mrs. Duke can marry him. 
She has been boasting, I hear, that she 
will be the wife of an American Am- 
bassador, and I hate to let her have 
her way. Anyway, I think I am en- 
titled to $150,000 at least for the way I 
have been treated by her.”’ 

Mrs. Pence was Katheryn Soper of 
Georgetown, Ky., one of the two beau- 
tiful daughters of Col. Robert Soper. 
She inherited a fortune from her father. 
In 1888, she married Pence, then a 
member of the Colorado Legislature. He 
later became District Attorney of Den- 
ver and was elected to Congress on the 
Populist ticket. He is now secretary of 
the National League of Democratic 
Clubs. 

Mrs. Duke was first married in 1881 to 
McCrery. After 11 years she sued,for 
divorce, but Justice Daly threw the 
case out of court and granted the coun- 
ter petition of her husband. 

Duke divorced her in New Jersey, 
naming Maj. Frank Huntoon, who, he 
said, was with her constantly before 
their marriage and immediately after 
the honeymoon.

UPERATED ON FOR 
STOMACH TROUBLE

He 
admitted that he slapped her on the 
mouth Dec. 18. It was because she 
wanted to ‘‘change the furnace’ after 
he had arranged it, and called him 
names because he would not permit 
her ‘‘to change it,’ he said. 

Mrs. Marquard testified that her hus- 
band, in giving her a diamond ring last 
Christmas, threw it on the bed. Mar- 
quard testified that his wife threw it 
on the floor, but kept it. 

Marquard is not seeking a divorce on 
a crossbill, but is resisting his wife’s ef- 
forts to obtain one.

the women, who voted for the first time, 
and who were given suffrage by a 
measure passed by the first territorial 
Legislature a year ago. 

In Skagway the familiar methods of 
campaigning brought victory to the fem- 
inine politicians. Voters were steered 
to polling places by women workers 
who bought cigars and lunches and 
supplied conveyances while explaining 
sample ballots. They elected their en- 
tire nonpartisan ticket in Skagway 
against the taxpayers’ ticket, which has 
been in power six years.

ILLINOIS WOMEN WITH VOTES. 

How strikingly Illinois confirmed the views of 
those who insist that woman does not want the 
right to vote and would not use it if she had it, de- 
serves a place in the records of the equal suffrage 
movement. 

Of Chicago’s women, all but 158,686 positively 
refused to go to the polls on one of the dampest, 
most disagreeable days of the season. Indiffer- 
ence to their newly won privileges was such that 
throughout the State women refused to turn out 
in greater numbers than would enable their vote 
to come within 12 per cent of equaling the mascu- 
line vote. 

Curiously enough, in spite of their apathy, they 
seemed somehow to have acquired convictions on 
public affairs—not very mature convictions, per- 
haps, as is to bo expected in first voters, but still 
the sort of convictions that furnish the best and 
only permissable compulsion in elections. They 
voted their convictions on the local option issue, 
on bonding and other referendums, on the fit- 
ness of candidates for office. Their repugnance 
to activities which men have heretofore monop- 
olized was eo great that 30 of them captured town- 
ship offices. 

They showed themselves in this as in other 
things just a little more fastidious, just a little 
more discriminating, than the men. They did 
not defeat Alderman Coughl'n, but since their 
appearance at the polls all Bathhouse Johns have 
diminished in stature, and the law of probabili- 
ties has chalked up new odds against the adop- 
tion of framed-up bond issues to increase the 
chance for graft. 

Illinois has about the same sort of women as 
other states. When as many women as figured 
in Tuesday's returns show that they want the 
vote, are they not entitled to it, whether they 
live in Illinois or Missouri, Massachusetts or Lou- 
isilana?

Secretary Daniels, commenting on his arbi- 
trary order prohibiting the introduction of liquor 
in any form on warships or in navy yards and 
naval stations, modifies it with regard to thé en- 
tertainment of foreign guests and makes a belated 
but fair amende to naval officers for the impres- 
sion created by his order by saying that there is

He can translate his conscience into a duty 
to enforce any sort of personal rule. 

In this case he substitutes sham legal temper- 
ance for the real personal temperance which he 
admits is making progress in the navy, 

This kind of government is not democracy, but 
despotism.

Judge Henry 8S. Priest in an indignant resumé 
of the wrongs suffered by his-elient, the United 
Railways Co., says:

We fail either in moral indignation comparable

Is it the 
Judge’s opinion that men with paralyzed legs are 
superior to temptation to elope with other men’s 
wives? 

We would not go so far as to say, in forced 
quotation of an opinion for which the Judge is 
justly famous, that elopement with another man’s 
wife is “merely a>~conventional crime,” but we 
do present his plaint as the finest example of 
non sequitur in his long defense of his client’s im- 
proper practices under its franchise.

SAFETY FIRST IN AVIATION. 

Figures published by the Post-Dispatch, giving 
a total of 38 men killed in flying machines during 
the first three months of this year, indicate the 
need of rules by Government aviation authorities 
and aero clubs prohibiting the use of machines 
without well-tested stabilizing devices. There are 
several devices of the kind, and there are types 
of aeroplanes that, owing to peculiarities of con- 
struction, are far more stable than others. 

Those interested in aviation have noticed that 
fatalities have been numerous among army and 
navy fliers. Two of the five Americans killed 
this year were officers in the Government service, 
That army and navy aviation experiments have 
been conducted with great care is shown by the 
fact that, during 1913, 3271 flights, aggregating 
09,234 miles in the air, were made by United 
States army fliers. There were but five fatalities 
in that period. One officer was drowned, one hit 
a tree, one had engine trouble, and two “lost 
control.” Stabilizing devices might have saved 
at least two of these victims. 

In comparison with the number of fliers, the 
miles flown and the feats performed, each year 
sees an advance in safety, though the total num- 
ber killed increases. The most vital step to be 
taken now is to minimize the personal element 
in flying, by equipping ail machines with auto-

PENSIONS ARE FALLING OFT. 
From the Boston Herald. 

For many years the Federal expendi- 
ture for pensions has been steadily 
growing, tn spite of the deaths of the 
veterans of a war of half a century ago. 
Pessimistic observers had begun to doubt 
if that shrinkage would not always be 
offset by the increasing liberality with 
which the survivors were treated. But 
a turn of the tide has now come. This 
year’s pensions appropriation bill, stand- 
ing at $169,150,000, represents a decline 
of nearly $6,000,000 from that of last year. 
This is accounted for by the death of 
97,450 veterans. 

But unless public sentiment Is watch- 
ful, and the President resolute in his 
control of the situation, new devices wil! 
be found for again swelling the total. 
This very recession may serve a6 a 
stimulus to the inventors of new 
schemes. In particular, the claims of 
the Spanish War veterans are rapidly 
coming to the front. The House has 
just passed a bill which pensions their 
widows and children, regardless of 
whether the widowhood or dependence 
be due to the military service of the 
husband or father. This bill would ap- 
ply to the Spanish War veterans the 
same principle that was adopted in ref- 
erence to Civil War veterans by the 
act of 1890. Our existing law pensions 
Spanish War veterans in cases where 
dependency grows out of the disabili- 
ties incurred in the service.

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COTTON PLAGUE OF EGYPT. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The discovery of insect pests in Egyp- 
tlan cotton seed is of far greater inter- 
est than might appear at the first 
glance. On the face of it it means that 
a consignment of seed intended for 
planting in Arizona cannot he received 
into this country. Beyond that, it is 
profoundly significant of conditions in 
the rivalry between Ameriea and Africa 
in the production of cotton. 

For years the British and German 
governments have been striving to de- 
velop extensive cotton culture in their 
African colonies. Their success’ has not 
been marked, but in Egypt there has of 
late been a promise of it, and enormous 
water storage and irrigation works for 
its promotion are now being undertaken 
on the Upper Nile. One of the chief 
grounds for pushing the African enter- 
prises bas been the affliction of Amer- 
ican cotton fields with the boll weevil 
and other pests. It has been summed 
that the new flelds in Egypt and the 
Soudan would be free from these, as 
American grapevines were free from the 
phylloxera which ravaged the vineyards 
of France. There can, of course, be no 
exultation here, but there must be pro- 
found disappointment in Great Britain 
and Egypt at the discovery that malig- 
nant insect pests prevail in the African 
cotton country. 

That fact deprives the enterprise there 
of the one of great advantage which it 
was supposed to have over the American 
industry. Thus the rivalry between the 
two countries is kept on a more even 
basis, though the contrast in value of 
land, cost of labor and other detaifis 
make African competition potentially 
formidable.
